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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

All claims read on Fig. 17A are considered. Claims 52, 58 do not read on fig. 17A are 
withdrawn from further consideration. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) 
requirement in the reply filed on 5/7/2008. 

The traversal is on the ground(s) that the restriction is not proper because all claims are 
based on underlying principle of 1:3 ratio of lower frequency loops to higher frequency loops. 
This is not found persuasive because it is unclear that this feature alone will guaranty an 
allowance of the claims. Further, different species has its own specific structure and a 
prosecution of different species in one application is indeed a burden to the Examiner. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 (AIPA) 
and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when 
the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an international application filed before

BERRY (see reproduced BERRY Fig. 5, this paper) discloses a stent including 
substantially all limitations as recited in the claims. Notice that BERRY stent comprises cells 
including one loop of 1 st frequency and three loops of 2 nd frequency higher than 1 st frequency 
and members/struts of cells can be considered as substantially linear, especially when the stent 
is in a collapsed configuration during a stent deployment.
